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Truitt remembered 
for vision, tenacity

Former Hodgenville Mayor and 
LaRue County Schools 
Superintendent Roger L. Truitt 
died Friday, April 13, while on 
vacation in North Carolina. 

Truitt, 72, had spent the day 
fishing and playing on the beach 
with his family. He suffered a 
massive heart attack that 
evening at their motel, according 
to his wife, Ann. 

His family called 911 and 
paramedics revived him. 

However, he later died at Avon 
Medical Center. 

“He thoroughly enjoyed the 
week,” said Ann. “He was relaxed 
and laid back. If it had to hap¬ 
pen, he couldn’t have gone any¬ 
where he was happier.” 

Ann said living with her hus¬ 
band of nearly 50 years was “an 


adventure.” 

“He was really full of life,” she 
said. “He was like his mother - 
he woke up with a smile on his 
face ... he thoroughly enjoyed 
life.” 

One of his favorite sayings 
was: “Press on ... that’s no hill 
for a climber,” she added. 

The Truitts were childhood 
sweethearts. They met when Ann 
was in third grade and her fami¬ 
ly moved to the Truitts’ neighbor¬ 
hood in Delaware. 

“We went together from sev¬ 
enth grade until he went away to 
college,” she said. The two agreed 
to see other people while Roger 
was away. However, they reunit¬ 
ed and eventually married while 
he was in the U.S. Marine Corps. 

The couple moved to Kentucky 
where Truitt graduated from

‘Bigs’ in LaRue

T hrough the work 
of Big Brothers 
Big Sisters of 
Kentuckiana, children 
all over the state are 
being positively impact¬ 
ed by one-to-one unique 
mentoring relationships. 
However, some children 
haven’t yet had their 
chance. 

According to 
Enrollment and Match 
Support Specialist 
Ashley Orr, there are 
currently four boys and 


eight girls ranging from 
ages 10 to 16 waiting to 
be matched in LaRue 
County alone, mostly in 
the Hodgenville and 
Magnolia areas. 

“I am dedicated to the 
growth of the LaRue 
County program and I 
cannot tell you how 
excited I am to be 
spreading the word 
about our need for vol¬ 
unteers,” said Orr in an 
email. “Kids who have 
Big Brothers and Big 
Sisters often experience 
life-long impacts ... 


(and) are less likely to 
use drugs, drop out of 
school, resort to violence 
or engage in criminal 
behaviors.” 

Mentoring 

In the community- 
based mentoring pro¬ 
gram, the volunteer 
mentor, known as the 
“Big” and child, known 
as the “Little,” are 
paired based on common 
interests and compati¬ 
bility. 

As a role model, the 
“Big” will provide emo¬ 
tional, mental and phys¬ 
ical engagement for 
their “little” through 
meetings two or three 
times per month. 

“With kids in the 
community-based pro¬ 
gram the biggest thing 
I’ve seen is a growth in 
their self-confidence,” 
said Orr. 

Each match is 


unique, but many pairs 
enjoy bowling, going out 
to eat, playing sports or 
attending community 
events or festivals. 

This isn’t the first 
time that BBBS has 
been active in the coun¬ 
ty, according to Orr. 
Although there have 
been a few community- 
based pairs, the bulk of 
involvement was from a 
school-based program. 
However, the focus has 
now shifted and Orr 
hopes to grow the com¬ 
munity-based program 
through several quality 
matches. 

Volunteer mentoring 
is fairly simple following 
a careful screening and 
background check. Each 
volunteer is required to 
attend a two-hour orien-

A man allegedly 
doused a New Haven 
house in gasoline and 
threatened to set it on 
fire during a domestic 
dispute Tuesday night. 

Jonathan Jeffires, 24, 
reportedly fled when 
New Haven Police 
Officer K.C. Holbert 
arrived at 390 N. First 
St. around 7:34 p.m., 
running in the direction 
of Second Street. 

“He was standing in 
the middle of the street 
when I got there and 
had a knife in his hand.

Cancer survivor’s story 


Just Ask 


National Donor Registry offers hope for 
survivor needing bone marrow transplant 


As a part of our com¬ 
munity’s preparation for 
LaRue County’s Relay 
for Life event on May 11- 
12 at Hodgenville 
Elementary School, the 
local Relay for Life 
Committee is recogniz¬ 
ing individual cancer sur¬ 
vivors and their stories. 
This week, Dwayne Bell, 
survivor of leukemia, is 
featured. 

Volunteering is a 
way of life for 40-year- 
old Dwayne Bell of 
Buffalo. Everyone at 
Abraham Lincoln 
Elementary knows Mr. 
Bell. Whether he is 
helping Cynthia 
Patterson, ALES librar¬ 
ian, organize and work 
the two annual book 
fairs or reading with 
one of the many chil¬ 
dren assigned to him 
for LaRue County 
Reads, he is considered 
to be a regular at the 
school. But now Mr. 

Bell needs a volunteer. 
He needs a bone mar¬ 
row transplant donor. 

His journey began in 
May 1998 when he was 
26. He was originally 
diagnosed with aplastic 
anemia, a condition 
where bone marrow 
does not produce suffi¬ 
cient new cells to 
replenish blood cells. 
After several rounds of 
chemotherapy, Dwayne 
considered himself 
healthy and all was 
well until another 
relapse in 2004 when 
he was officially diag¬ 
nosed with leukemia. 

He persevered with

more chemotherapy 
and then went on with 
his life with wife, Amy, 
and sons Damon and 
Dalton. 

Unable to be in the 
regular workforce, 
Dwayne found his call¬ 
ing by volunteering at 
the school several days 
a week. His tall, lanky 
figure and good nature 
made him an instant 
hit with the children. 

Second grade teacher 
Heather Hynes said her 
class has pretty much 
adopted Dwayne. He 
even has a “cubbie” for 
storing his jacket. She 
fondly remembers a 
story from a few years 
ago when the class size 
grew to the point of no 
additional cubbies and 
one student, Victor 
Helm, readily volun¬ 
teered to share his 
space with him. A regu¬ 
lar reader in the class 
with several of Mrs. 
Hynes’ students, 
Dwayne even stops by 
for the 100-day party or 
other holiday celebra¬ 
tions. 

Then last August, 
while having one of his 


regular checkups at 
James Graham Brown 
Cancer Center, his doc¬ 
tors told him his body 
was no longer making 
the cells he needed for 
a quality life. As 
Dwayne puts it, “This 
time it’s all or nothing. 

I am out of options.” 
Dwayne must have a 
bone marrow trans¬ 
plant. 

Since the school 
received the news, 
Family Resource 
Coordinator Machelle 
Durham has been 
searching for ways to 
assist Dwayne. Her 
first step was to send 
an email to the entire 
school district explain¬ 
ing Dwayne’s circum¬ 
stances and encourag¬ 
ing them to visit the 
website 

www.bethematch.org 
where they could find 
out about being a bone 
marrow donor. 

Several staff mem¬ 
bers including Allison 
McDowell, former 
teacher of Bell’s son, 
Dalton, applied for a 
donor kit. She received 
her packet last week 
where she swabbed her 
mouth and sent the 
sample back to be a 
part of the donor reg¬ 
istry. McDowell, who 
knows first-hand about 
the importance of dona¬ 
tion as her father need¬ 
ed a heart transplant in 
1990, knew this was 
something she could do. 

“I may not be a 
match for Dwayne, but 
I have to try. If not 


him, maybe someone 
else.” 

Family members 
have already been test¬ 
ed for Dwayne, but 
according to the web¬ 
site, about 70 percent of 
the bone marrow recipi¬ 
ents do not have rela¬ 
tive donor and if donors 
are between the ages of 
18 and 44 they are 10 
times more likely to be 
called to donate. 

Bone marrow trans¬ 
plants are thought to 
be a painful process, 
but the website notes 
the opposite. It is a sur¬ 
gical procedure, but a 
general anesthesia is 
used and donors feel no 
pain during the needle 
injection or extraction 
with the special hollow 
needle. Donors may feel 
some pain in the lower 
back for a few days 
after the extraction, but 
those who have donated 
say it is a small price to 
pay for giving another 
person a chance at life. 

Dwayne has been on 
the National Donor 
Registry for about six 
weeks and is still wait¬ 
ing for his life changing 
phone call saying he 
has a match. He says 
his strong faith and 
belief that he will get 
the call any day now 
keeps him going. Could 
his match be right here 
in LaRue County?

Glenn Milby of 
Farmyard Rescue, 
Allendale, provided his 
crane service to help set 
the trusses for the new 
structure. 

Donations of time or 
money have come from 
Jimmy Berry, Matney 
Construction, Rick 
Penick, Lobb Brothers 
Concrete, Jim Tom 
Milby, John Milby, 

Atmos Energy, 
Patterson’s Body Shop 
and Goodin Masonry. 

Wiring was also pro¬ 
vided by a local resident. 


“What we wanted to 
do is to build a center to 
show the community 
that money donated to 
the fire department has 
been put to good use,” 
Goodin said. 

With 22 full-time fire¬ 


fighters and six new 
recruits, the new addi¬ 
tion will bring added 
size to much needed 
space. 

Plans were to have 
the roof and walls up by 
the end of the day.

Citrus Chiffon Pie 

1- (1/4 oz.) package unflavored gel¬ 
atin 

1/2 cup plus 1/3 cup sugar, divided 
pinch of salt 
4 eggs, separated 
1/2 cup lemon juice 
1/2 cup orange juice 
1/2 teaspoon grated lemon peel 
1/2 teaspoon grated orange peel 
1- (9 inch) graham cracker crust 
1/2 cup whipped topping 

In medium saucepan, combine gel¬ 
atin, 1/2 cup sugar and salt. In medi¬ 
um bowl, combine egg yolks, lemon 
juice, orange juice and 1/4 cup water. 


Beat until smooth. Stir 
mixture into gelatin 
mixture in saucepan. Cook mixture 
over medium heat, stirring constant¬ 
ly, until mixture boils. Remove from 
heat and add lemon peel and orange 
peel. Chill stirring occasionally, until 
mixture mounds slightly when 
dropped from a spoon. 

In separate bowl, beat egg whites 
until foamy. Gradually add remain¬ 
ing 1/3 cup sugar, beating until stiff. 
Fold in gelatin mixture. Pour all 
into prepared pie crust. Chill in 
refrigerator until firm. Before serv¬ 
ing, spread whipped topping on pie. 
Store in refrigerator.

The Kentucky 
General Assembly’s 
2012 session came to a 
close last week, marking 
the end of a session in 
which lawmakers 
approved the state’s 
next two-year budget 
and boosted efforts to 
stop the spread of 
methamphetamine labs. 

This was the 60th 
working day of the ses¬ 
sion and the final one 
allowed by the state con¬ 
stitution. The session 
started on Jan. 3. 

Approved bills will go 
into effect in mid-July, 
except those that specify 
a different effective date 
or include an emergency 
clause that allows them 
to take effect immedi¬ 
ately upon being signed 
by the governor. 

Legislation approved 
during the 2012 session 
includes measures on 
the following topics: 

Blue Alert. SB 32 
will establish a 
statewide emergency 
alert system to catch 
those suspected of injur¬ 
ing a police officer. The 
“Blue Alert” system, 
which is modeled after 
the Amber Alert system, 
will use law enforce¬ 
ment communication 
systems, electronic high¬ 
way signs and media to 
spread information to 
catch perpetrators after 
an officer has been 
reported wounded or 
missing. 

Budget. HB 265 will 
guide more than $19 bil¬ 
lion in state spending 
for the next two fiscal 
years and, in recognition 
of lean times, will 
impose 8.4 percent 
spending cuts on many 
state agencies and 
reduce state support for 
universities by 6.4 per¬ 
cent. Key areas such as 
Medicaid, corrections, 
and base school funding 
are protected from the 
cuts. The budget 
includes $21 million to 
hire additional social 
workers, $4 million to 
enhance the state pre¬ 
scription monitoring 
KASPER system, and $1 
million for a colon can¬ 
cer screening program. 

Coal mine safety. 

HB 385 will enforce new 
rules for miners who fail 
drug or alcohol tests. 
Offenders will be ineligi¬ 
ble to hold mining 
licenses or certificates 
for three years. 

Penalties are more 
severe for repeat offend¬ 
ers. The legislation also 
outlines an appeals 
process for suspended 
miners. 

Coal truck drivers. 


HB 411 will designate 
the Monday of the 
fourth week in August 
as Coal Truck Driver 
Appreciation Day. 

Concealed deadly 
weapons. HB 484 will 
allow Kentuckians to 
carry concealed weapons 
on their property or 
place of business, if they 
are the sole proprietors, 
without a license. 

Copper theft. HB 
390 will help curb theft 
of copper and other 
valuable metals by 
ensuring thieves don’t 
get immediate cash for 
the stolen goods at recy¬ 
cling centers. Instead, 
after showing proof of 
ownership, a check will 
be mailed to those sell¬ 
ing certain metals to 
recycling centers. The 
legislation will also 
ensure that recycling 
centers receive reports 
on recently stolen metal 
items in the area so 
they can be on the look¬ 
out. The bill does not 
affect individuals recy¬ 
cling aluminum cans. 

Confederate pen¬ 
sions. HB 85 will 
remove from the law 
books outdated language 
regarding pensions for 
Confederate soldiers. 

Consumer protec¬ 
tion. HB 421 will pro¬ 
tect homeowners from 
being defrauded by pro¬ 
viding a five-day grace 
period to cancel a signed 
roofing contract if the 
homeowner’s insurance 
policy does not cover the 
repair work. 

Diplomas. SB 43 will 
provide diplomas to stu¬ 
dents with disabilities 
who finish modified high 
school curriculums. The 
diploma will replace the 
certificate of completion 
the students currently 
receive. 

Election costs. HB 

293 will save money on 
election costs if only one 
candidate is running in 


a special election. The 
legislation is named the 
“Dewayne Bunch Act” in 
honor of a former state 
legislator who was seri¬ 
ously injured last year 
while breaking up a 
fight among students at 
the school where he 
taught. 

Emergency room 
safety. SB 58 will allow 
officers to make arrests 
for misdemeanor assault 
with probable cause if 
the crime occurs in a 
hospital emergency 
room. Under current 
law, emergency rooms 
aren’t exempt from the 
requirement that an 
officer must witness a 
misdemeanor assault in 
order to make an arrest. 

Ethics. HB 402 will 
allow the Executive 
Branch Ethics 
Commission to share 
evidence with the state 
Personnel Board or the 
Auditor of Public 
Accounts if the informa¬ 
tion is needed for the 
agencies’ investigations. 

For-profit postsec¬ 
ondary schools. HB 
308 will establish a new 
panel to regulate private 
for-profit colleges and 
universities in 
Kentucky. The legisla¬ 
tion will replace the 
Kentucky Board for 
Proprietary Education 
with the Kentucky 
Commission on 
Proprietary Education 
and will limit the 
schools’ membership to 
four seats. The legisla¬ 
tion also calls for the 
creation of a compensa¬ 
tion fund (paid for by 
the industry) for griev¬ 
ances of eligible 
Kentucky students and 
a revised student com¬ 
plaint review process. 

Horse-drawn bug¬ 
gies. SB 75 will allow 
drivers of horse-drawn 
buggies and other 
motorless vehicles to 
substitute reflective 
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tape for the traditional 
orange safety emblem 
typically affixed to the 
back of those vehicles. 
The bill was filed in 
response to legal action 
taken against a group of 
Amish men in far west 
Kentucky who were 
arrested for refusing to 
use the orange emblem, 
citing religious concerns 
with the emblem’s shape 
and bright color. 

Judicial budget. HB 
269 will guide judicial 
branch spending for the 
next two fiscal years. 
Like much of the execu¬ 
tive branch budget, it 
will impose 8.4 percent 
spending cuts. 

Juvenile offenders. 
House Concurrent 
Resolution 129 will 
establish a task force to 
study the state’s juve¬ 
nile code. The task force 
will look at issues relat¬ 
ing to status offenders — 
those who commit acts 
that don’t rise to the 
level of crime such as 
skipping school — and 
the feasibility of estab¬ 
lishing an age of crimi¬ 
nal responsibility, as 
well as other issues. The 
task force will submit a 
report on its work to 
lawmakers by Jan. 7, 
2013. 

Legislative budget. 

HB 268 will guide leg¬ 
islative branch spending 
for the next two fiscal 
years. Like much of the 
executive branch budg¬ 
et, it will impose 8.4 
percent spending cuts. 

Meth labs. SB 3 will 
boost efforts to stop pro¬ 
duction of methamphet- 
amines by tightening 
rules on the purchase of 
certain cold and allergy 
medicines that contain 
an ingredient needed to 
make meth. The legisla¬ 
tion will decrease the 
current monthly over- 
the-counter purchase 
limit of ephedrine and 
pseudoephedrine in pill 
or tablet forms from 9 
grams to 7.2 grams and 
impose a 24-gram yearly 
limit. The measure will 
also replace the paper¬ 
tracking system current¬ 
ly in place for the pur¬ 
chase of medicines con¬ 
taining ephedrine and 


pseudoephedrine with a 
mandatory electronic 
system that will allow 
more real-time tracking. 

National Guard 
Assistance Program. 
HB 224 will make 
Kentucky National 
Guard members eligible 
for financial assistance 
to help pay child adop¬ 
tion costs. 

Personal-care 
homes. SB 115 will 
require a medical exam¬ 
ination that includes a 
medical history, physical 
examination and diag¬ 
nosis prior to admission 
to a personal-care home. 

POW/MIA flags. HB 
121 will require 
Prisoner of War and 
Missing in Action flags 
purchased or displayed 
by public institutions to 
be made in the United 
States. 

School athletics. HB 

281 will require inter¬ 
scholastic coaches to 
complete training on 
recognizing and treating 
head injuries, including 
concussions. The bill 
also outlines actions 
required before an ath¬ 
lete with a head injury 
may return to play. 

School facilities. SB 
110 will make it easier 
for school districts to 
allow community access 
to school facilities for 
recreational use during 
non-school hours by pro¬ 
tecting the schools from 
liability in cases where 
an injury occurs. 

Seat belts. SB 89 
will expand Kentucky’s 
seat belt law to include 
15-person passenger 
vans. The bill was filed 
in response to a 2010 
crash on 1-65 near 
Munfordville that killed 
11 people, most of whom 
weren’t wearing seat 
belts. Current state law 
only requires seat belt 
use in vehicles designed 
to carry 10 or fewer pas¬ 
sengers. 

Speed limits. HB 

439 will allow the 
Transportation Cabinet 
to increase the speed 
limit on 1-69 in Western 
Kentucky to 70 miles 
per hour. 

Students. SB 24 
requires children to be 


five years old by August 
1 rather than October 1 
to enter public school 
kindergarten classes 
and six years old by the 
same date to start first 
grade. The new require¬ 
ments take effect in the 
2017-2018 school year. 

Synthetic drugs. HB 
481 will widen the cur¬ 
rent state ban on syn¬ 
thetic drugs, including 
those sold as bath salts 
by some convenience 
stores. The legislation 
expands the state’s ban 
by including whole 
classes of the drugs 
rather than specific 
ingredients so that man¬ 
ufacturers can’t get 
around the ban by 
changing a single ingre¬ 
dient. 

Tax amnesty. HB 

499 will establish a tax 
amnesty program to be 
held during the 2012- 
2013 fiscal year to help 
collect unpaid taxes. 

U nemployment 
insurance. HB 495 will 
give the state a financ¬ 
ing mechanism to gen¬ 
erate funds needed for 
interest payments on 
the state’s federal 
unemployment insur¬ 
ance loan, thereby pro¬ 
tecting a $600 million 
tax credit for business¬ 
es. 

Veterans’ licenses. 
HB 221 will allow veter¬ 
ans to have their service 
designated on driver’s 
licenses and state iden¬ 
tification cards. The 
designations will make 
it easier for veterans to 
show proof of service 
needed for various dis¬ 
counts and special serv¬ 
ices available to them. 

War memorial. HB 
256 will establish a 
committee responsible 
for oversight of con¬ 
struction and upkeep of 
an Iraq/Afghanistan 
War Memorial. 

Wild hogs. HB 344 
will impose stiffer 
penalties on those who 
release feral hogs into 
the wild. The state’s 
growing feral pig popu¬ 
lation is a threat to 
farmland, natural habi¬ 
tats and human health, 
experts say.

Last week, 

Agriculture 
Commissioner James 
Comer issued a warning 
that weather conditions 
are ripe for an outbreak 
of West Nile Virus and 
cited State Veterinarian 
Dr. Robert Stout’s 
advice that Kentucky 
equine owners should 
consult their veterinari¬ 
ans about vaccinating 
their horses against the 
disease. 

“While we do not wish 
to cause unnecessary 


alarm, we are concerned 
about the equine popu¬ 
lation’s vulnerability to 
this potentially deadly 
disease,” said 
Commissioner Comer. “I 
am confident that 
Kentucky’s equine own¬ 
ers will act in the best 
interests of their horses 
and seek guidance on 
vaccinations.” 

West Nile is spread 
by mosquitoes, and mos¬ 
quitoes thrive in the 
warm, wet conditions 
Kentucky has experi¬ 


enced in the last few 
weeks. No horse in 
Kentucky that has 
undergone a full West 
Nile vaccination regi¬ 
men is known to have 
contracted the virus 
since 2003, according to 
Dr. Stout. West Nile 
was first discovered in 
Kentucky in 2001, and 
Kentucky experienced 
513 equine cases of the 
disease in 2002 and 102 
cases in 2003. Kentucky 
recorded one equine 
case in 2011, in Fleming 


County. 

West Nile Virus caus¬ 
es encephalitis, or 
inflammation of the 
brain, in horses, 
humans, birds and other 
warm-blooded animals. 
It is transmitted by 
mosquitoes that acquire 
it from infected birds. 
Humans and equine 
cannot transmit the dis¬ 
ease. It was first discov¬ 
ered in the United 
States in 1999 in New 
York.

He 
served four years in that 
capacity, overseeing the 
installation of air condi¬ 
tioning in all schools, 
the installation of 
phones in every class¬ 
room, construction of 
the new high school and 
bus garage and renova¬ 
tion of the middle school 
campus. 

LaRue County 
Schools developed the 
first strategic planning 
committee in the area 
during Truitt’s tenure, 
said Rita T. Williams, a 
former school board and 
city council member. 

“It was a five-year 
plan, listing the order in 
which things needed to 
be done,” she said. 
“Everyone now has a 
mission statement, but 
then, we were the first 
anywhere to have a 
plan. He did have a 
vision of what he want¬ 
ed to see done.” 

“(His death) was just 
a shock to everybody,” 
added Williams. “I 
worked with him so 
many years through 
school, church and the 
city. He was always 
looking to do something 
to make things better. 
He’s going to be missed 
by the community, 
whether they realize it 
now or not.”

A few years after 
resigning as superin¬ 
tendent, Truitt ran for 
city council at the 
request of his friend, the 
late mayor Darrell 
Florence. When 
Florence died shortly 
after being sworn in for 
his second term in 2003, 
Truitt was appointed to 


fulfill the term. 

He hit the ground 
running. 

During his term as 
mayor, he completed a 
sewer project that was 
started by his predeces¬ 
sor, completed 
Creekfront Park, 
pushed through an 
insurance surtax that 
funded streets, fire 
department and Main 
Street and laid the 
groundwork for Lincoln 
Square to become a 
roundabout during the 
Lincoln Bicentennial. 

Truitt wasn’t afraid to 
tackle any project, 
Williams said. 

“He was determined 
and he would work day 
and night to get things 
done,” Williams said. 

Truitt could be force¬ 
ful once he made up his 
mind, Williams said. 
Some people did not like 
his style. However, he 
was unfailingly courte¬ 
ous. 

“You always knew 
where you stood with 
him,” she said. 

Truitt lost his bid for 
a full term in 2006 and 
did not re-enter local 
politics. 

Marine Corps 

Truitt was proud of 
his service in the U.S. 
Marine Corps, said 
Ronnie Benningfield, 
who worked with Truitt 
many years in the 
school system. 

“As assistant superin¬ 
tendent, I met with 
Roger frequently during 
working hours,” said 
Benningfield. “During 
those times, I remember 
two quotations that 
Roger often recited that 
were among his 
favorites and which he 
set as goals to live and 
die by. 

“Roger never forgot 
that tour of duty and 
always spoke respectful¬ 
ly of the traits he had 
learned while in the 
service. As a former- 
and-forever ‘Jarhead,’ as 
he liked to call himself, 
he wasn’t one to be 
wishy-washy, but would 
tell a person what he 
thought ... quickly. He 
believed in ‘getting the 
job done,’ and to that 
end he often recited a 
quote attributed to 
Theodore Roosevelt: 

It is not the critic who 
counts, not the one who 
points out how the 
strong man stumbled or 
how the doer of deeds 
might have done them 
better. The credit 
belongs to the man who 
is actually in the arena, 
whose face is marred 
with sweat and dust and 
blood; who strives 


valiantly; who errs and 
comes up short time and 
time again; who knows 
the great enthusiasms, 
the great devotions, and 
spends himself a worthy 
cause; who if he wins 
knows the triumph of 
high achievement; and 
who, if he fails, at least 
fails while daring great¬ 
ly, so that his place 
shall never be with those 
cold and timid souls 
who know neither victo¬ 
ry or defeat. 

“His other oft-cited 
quotation came from a 
stanza of William 
Cullen Bryant’s 
‘Thanatopsis,’ a verse 
that during Roger’s 
basic training, his drill 
sergeant had him repeat 
to his fellow recruits: 

So live that when thy 
summons comes to join 
the innumerable cara¬ 
van that moves 

to that mysterious 
realm, where each shall 
take his chamber in the 
silent halls of death, 

thou go not, like the 
quarry-slave at night, 
scourged to his dungeon, 
but, sustained and 
soothed 

by an unfaltering 
trust, approach thy 
grave, like one who 
wraps the drapery of his 
couch 

about him, and lies 
down to pleasant 
dreams. ” 

After learning of 
Truitt’s death, friends 
and family attempted to 
sum up his character: 

“If he gave his word, 
he was going to do it.” 

“A man of vision.” 

“A ‘big picture’ kind of 
guy.” 

“The ‘little tank.’” 

“The man who 
brought air conditioning 
to LaRue County 
Schools.” 

And ... “just a good 
man.” 

Truitt and his wife 
Ann would have cele¬ 
brated their 50th wed¬ 
ding anniversary June 
2. Other survivors 
include his son, Larry 
Truitt; daughter, Lori 
Truitt; two grandchil¬ 
dren, Shelby and 
Benjamin; and his sis¬ 
ter, Loveyann Calloway 
of Maryland. 

A memorial service 
will be held 2 p.m. 
Friday, April 20, at 
Bennett-Bertram 
Funeral Home in 
Hodgenville with burial 
to follow in Red Hill 
Cemetery. 

Visitation begins at 
10 a.m. Friday at the 
funeral home. 

A full obituary is on 
page 3A. 
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and was preparing to 
move Allen’s body from 
the scene. 

White, according to 
court documents, was a 
passenger in the Camry 
when Kolley was seen 
leaving the residence. 

He is accused of asphyx¬ 
iating Allen. 

Kolley’s bond was set 
at $200,000 in February 
by Circuit Judge John 
David Seay. Monday, 
Seay modified the bond 
to $15,000 cash only 
with the requirement 
that Kolley report to the 
pretrial officer as sched¬ 
uled, not use alcohol or 
illegal drugs, not pos¬ 
sess any type of weapon, 
be subject to random 
drug and alcohol test¬ 
ing, refrain from contact 
with White or any co¬ 
defendant or any of 
their family members or 
known associates, reside 
at only the residence 


shown on pretrial serv¬ 
ices records, not travel 
outside the state and 
not use the telephone or 
Internet between 10 
p.m. and 7 a.m. 

Kolley will be credited 
for $100 for each day 
she remains in jail prior 
to trial that may be 
used as payment toward 
bail. 

According to court 
records, pretrial services 
recommended the court 
deny a reduction in 
bond “because at the 
time the court issued a 
warrant for defendant’s 
arrest on the amended 
indictment, (Kolley) had 
been absent for several 
days from the residence 
location (she) had pro¬ 
vided to pretrial servic¬ 
es.” 

Judge Seay said 
Kolley was charged with 
Class C or Class D 
felonies “and thus 
defendant is entitled to 
some relief.” 

Kolley’s $50,000 bond 
was posted by a relative 
in January, shortly after 


she had been charged 
only with theft of the 
vehicle. She was later 
charged with the other 
counts. 

The Commonwealth 
Attorney’s office protest¬ 
ed the bond reduction, 
saying that Kolley posed 
a flight risk. 

“Our office is against 
such a low bond for 
someone attempting to 
get rid of a dead body 
and helping someone 
accused of murder flee 
the scene,” said 
Assistant 
Commonwealth 
Attorney Whitney 
Meredith. 

Bond for White 
remains at $2 million 
cash only. 

Pre-trial for Kolley 
and White has been set 
for June 29. Trial by 
jury is July 9. 

The indictment of a 
person by a grand jury 
is an accusation only 
and the person is inno¬ 
cent unless and until 
proven guilty.

and the field. 

“We call this place

estimates on what it 
would cost to renovate 
the gymnasium. 

“The gym had been 
shored up a few years 
ago, but it is still an old 
building,” Troutman 
said. “It has suffered 
quite a bit of water dam¬ 
age and one of the cor¬ 
ners has rotted out.” 

Brewer presented an 
estimate of $19,000, 
mainly for materials, to 
put the gym back in 
operation. Since the 
church approved the ren¬ 
ovation in mid-March, 
Brewer and church 
member and youth work¬ 
er Eric Seidl have spear¬ 
headed the project. 

They have already 
installed two bathrooms, 
added running water, a 
septic system, repaired a 
forced-air furnace and 
are bringing the plumb¬ 
ing and wiring to code. 

“It’s really great how 
people and businesses 
have joined in to help 
with the renovation,” 
Brewer said. “Four or 
five businesses have 
donated materials and 
offered discounts on oth¬ 
ers, members have given 
money in memory of 
loved ones, and even 
some non-members who 
have friends who grew 
up in Buffalo have 
donated.” 

With an expected com¬ 
pletion date of the end of 
May or early June, 
Brewer said he has

History 

The structure’s history 
goes back to the 1800s 
when it was built not as 
a gymnasium, but as an 
academic wing of East 
Lynn College, which 
longtime Buffalo resident 
John T. Meers said origi¬ 
nally opened in 1860. 

“The original struc¬ 
ture was T-shaped and 
what is now the gym 


contained classrooms 
which the college used,” 
Meers said. “When they 
separated the two build¬ 
ings, they moved a sec¬ 
tion that became a 
lunchroom on the bottom 
floor and Masonic and 
Eastern Star lodge 
above, and the other part 
became a gym.” 

Buffalo resident 
Roscoe Duncan, 82, 
entered school at Buffalo 
the first year it opened 
in 1936, and witnessed 
the gym’s being moved 
several hundred feet to 
its current location. 

“Lawrence Willian and 
Tom Brooks cut some 
trees and used the logs 
as rollers for the gym,” 
he recalled. 

The two men hitched 
chains to the gym and to 
their tractors. They 
pulled the building onto 
the logs, letting them act 
as rollers as the building 
inched along. 

Meers explained that 
the men used snatch 
blocks, which moved the 
heavy structure very 
slowly, but allowed the 
John Deere and 
International tractors to 
pull more efficiently. 


“The way the snatch 
blocks were set up, the 
tractors would move 
about 200-feet while 
moving the building only 
inches,” he recalled. 

Local music producer 
Joel Ray Sprowls and 
Lincoln Jamboree drum¬ 
mer Charles Durham 
both played basketball in 
the gym, Sprowls in the 
1940s and Durham in 
the 1950s. 

“When we played 
ball, Charlie McLain 
kept score with a piece 
of chalk and a chalk¬ 
board,” Sprowls 
recalled. “Toward the 
end of a game, he would 
watch the timekeeper 
and write down on the 
board how much time 
remained.” 

Sprowls remembered 


hearing old timers tell 
of a game in the days 
before the three-pointer 
and possession arrow 
when one team beat the 
other 19-2. 

“They said the boy 
that scored the two 
points went into the 
dressing room bragging 
that he was high-point 
man,” Sprowls said. 

“His teammates kicked 
him out of the gym.” 

Durham recalled his 
playing days when a big 
pot-bellied stove stood 
at each end of the gym 
and how if a player 
went out of bounds, he 
was in the bleachers. 

“To signal the end of 
a quarter, they had an 
automobile brake drum 
which they’d hit with a 
hammer,” he said.

Storm victims urged to 
‘stay in touch with FEMA’ 


“Stay in touch with 
FEMA” is the message 
federal and state offi¬ 
cials here are stressing 
to Kentuckians affected 
by the recent tornadoes. 
Applicants need to stay 
in touch with the 
Federal Emergency 
Management Agency 
and update their contact 
information as it 
changes. 

“Unfortunately, if we 
can’t find you, we can’t 
provide the assistance 
you need,” said Libby 
Turner, FEMA federal 
coordinating officer for 
the Kentucky recovery 
effort. 

In the aftermath of a 
disaster, survivors who 
have lost their homes 
often move a number of 
times as they look for 
suitable housing. 

Sometimes in that 
process, they may forget 
to update their contact 
information with FEMA. 
Being out of contact can 
delay a damage inspec¬

Trees make way for larger 
power lines near substation
